Health watchdoq threatens to close down struqqlinq surqery 

FINAL WARNING 
FOR GP SERVICE 


A HARD-PRESSED GP surgery in 
Banbury is losing all three of its 
GP partners after being placed in 
special measures by the Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission. 

Some 16,572 people from the town and 
surrounding villages are registered at 
Horsefair Surgery, leaving just one sala¬ 
ried GP and three nurses in post. 

Urgent efforts are being made to re¬ 
place Dr Williams, Dr Alcock and Dr 
Dawson after they left the practice at 
the end of June for personal reasons. 

In a letter to patients, the practice in¬ 
sisted it would be ‘business as usual’ 
at the surgery and healthcare services 
would be delivered as normal. 

It stated: “We want to reassure you 
that healthcare services at the practice 
will not be affected. Horsefair Surgery 
is already working to recruit new part¬ 
ners and salaried GPs. 

“It is being supported by the current 
doctors, staff, the patient participation 
group (PPG) and Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group (OCCG).” 

Two executive partners from provider 
Integrated Medical Holdings, Dr Jones 
and Dr Meyer, are due to take over the 
practice this month. 

It follows a newly-published report 
from watchdog the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC) that rated the practice 
overall as inadequate, following a ‘re¬ 
quires improvement’ rating last August. 

Professor Steve Field, the CQC’s chief

inspector of general practice, said: “I 
am placing this service in special meas¬ 
ures. 

“The service will be kept under re¬ 
view and if needed could be escalated to 
urgent enforcement action. 

“Where necessary, another inspec¬ 
tion will be conducted within a further 
six months, and if there is not enough 
improvement we will move to close the 
service.” 

Key areas of concern included the 
care of patients with complex, long¬ 
term conditions and monitoring those 
on high-risk medicines such as lithium. 

The CQC also warned that Horsefair 
must ensure all staff have taken nec¬ 
essary training related to their roles, 
and monitoring of patient care was 
inadequate. 

It followed the closure of the branch 
surgery at Middleton Cheney last Oc¬ 
tober, with registered patients trans¬ 
ferred to the Banbury practice. 

Inspectors noted: “The practice had 
been under pressure due to recruit¬ 
ment problems and losing partners. 
Nursing vacancies also added to the 
pressure to the existing team.” 

But they also acknowledged staff 
had worked hard to improve, and 
praised both the facilities and the 
‘compassion, dignity and respect’ 


with which they treated patients. 

Dr Liz Dawson, one of the three de¬ 
parting GPs, said: “Drs Alcock, Wil¬ 
liams and I are very grateful for the in¬ 
credible, ongoing support we have had 
from staff, colleagues and patients. 

“We are thankful for the input we have 
had from Oxfordshire Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group during a very difficult 
time.” 

The PPG is planning to hold a drop- 
in day in August at the practice for pa¬ 
tients to meet with staff and discuss the 
changes being made. 

Meanwhile a meeting on the way pri¬ 
mary care is run in North Oxfordshire 
will also take place tonight (Thursday) 
from 7.15pm to 9pm at Banbury Town 
Hall.

Targeted advice 
on how to avoid 
Type 2 diabetes 

HUNDREDS of Oxfordshire residents are to 
get free advice on howto avoid dangerous 
Type 2 diabetes. 

More than 28,000 patients in the county 
sufferfrom the disease and the number is 
growing by about 1,000 each year. 

Now county doctors are launching a 
programme to identify patients at risk of 
developing the condition and help them 
avoid it. 

Eynsham GP Amar Latif, who is leading the 
project for Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), said it was 
important more resources and money were 
pumped into prevention projects like this. 

He said: "There is an epidemic across the 
county and this is down to people's poor 
diet and lifestyle choices. More people than 
ever are suffering from the disease, but Type 
2 diabetes is largely preventable. It is really 
important that we are rolling out 
programmes like this because it is going to 
save the NHS money in the long run." 

Patients at risk of developing the disease 
will receive a letter from their GP practice 
over the next few months inviting them to 
join the new scheme. 

When referred onto the programme, they 
will get free personalised advice and 
support to help prevent them from 
developing the disease. 

They will be advised and educated on 
healthy eating and lifestyle choices, and 
encouraged to reduce their weight through 
bespoke physical exercise programmes and 
food portion control, which together have 
been proven to reduce risk. 

Dr Latif added: "This will not be easy for 
patients who are referred onto this 
programme because it is a big adjustment to 
completely overhaul your lifestyle. 

"But we need to focus our energy on 
patients who are at risk."

PEOPLE in Banbury are being invited 
to have their say on the town’s architec¬ 
tural heritage and its future to inform 
future planning decisions. 

The town’s conservation area, which 
is designed to preserve the character 
of the historic market centre, is cur¬ 
rently being re-appraised by Cherwell 
District Council. 

Between now and Thursday, July 27, 
residents are being asked to have their 
say on issues such as which buildings 
are worthy of greater recognition, and 
how the town’s built heritage can sup¬ 


port its economic future. 

Councillor Colin Clarke, the district 
council lead member for planning, said: 
“Banbury is a town of great character 
and history and the conservation area 
is all about planning for the future, 
while honouring and protecting what is 
special about the past. 

“From Parsons Street to the Corn Ex¬ 
change and the town hall, lots of the 
buildings and public spaces that form 
the backdrops to our daily lives are pro¬ 
tected through the conservation area 
and we have a duty to consult on how 
this protection will continue in future. 

“The conservation area appraisal is 
an important document that guides 
future development in the town, help¬ 


ing ensure that new buildings fit well 
alongside the old ones.” 

Officers have proposed to extend the 
conservation area to include King’s 
Road and part of Warwick Road, with 
as many people as possible sought to 
consult on this. 

The historic core of the town was des¬ 
ignated as a conservation area in 1969. 

The draft appraisal can be viewed be¬ 
tween now and the end of the month at 
Banbury Library in Marlborough Road 
and Bodicote House in White Post Road.

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Call to scrap plan to transform 
NHS as key figures step down

TWO figures described as the 
‘architects’ of a controver¬ 
sial upheaval of the NHS in 
Oxfordshire have announced 
they will be leaving halfway 
through. 

David Smith, chief executive 
of Oxfordshire Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (OCCG), and Joe 
McManners, its chairman, are 
stepping down in December 2017 
and February next year. 

Last week OCCG confirmed it 
would press ahead with ‘transfor¬ 
mation’ plans despite calls from 
campaigners and Banbury MP 
Victoria Prentis for them to be 
scrapped. 

Speaking in the House of Com¬ 
mons last Wednesday, Mrs Prentis 
said: “We have significant chal¬ 
lenges in the year ahead. My hos¬ 
pital, in which I was born, is un¬ 
der threat. 

“We have governance issues. My 
concern is that the architects of 
the transformation process will 
be disappearing halfway through 
it. 

“I beg that they stop the consul¬ 
tation process at this point. Start 
again, regroup, and let’s listen to 
patients.” 


Earlier this year, OCCG consult¬ 
ed on the first half of its plans, 
which aim to avoid a £137m black 
hole in Oxfordshire by 2020 and 
address the needs of an ageing 
population with complex needs. 

Phase one included centralising 
stroke and some critical care in 
Oxford, closing 200 acute beds and 
retaining midwife-led maternity 
at the Horton General Hospital. 

A ‘decision day’ on the plans 
looms in August ahead of phase 
two. Mr Smith, who has worked 
in the NHS for 40 years, has so far 
overseen the entire process, while 
leading 10 CCGs creating a broad¬ 
er - and equally controversial 
- ‘sustainability and transforma¬ 
tion plan’ for Oxfordshire, Buck¬ 
inghamshire and Berkshire West. 

He said: “I have reached a time 
in my life where I am keen to 
reduce my work commitments. 
We can be proud of the services 
we commission for the people of 
Oxfordshire and improvements 
we have made to ensure people 
get safe, effective, high-quality 
healthcare.” 

Dr McManners said he would 
not seek re-election in 2018 to fo¬ 
cus on his role as a GP at Manor 
Surgery in Headington. 

He said: “There is still much 
to do and times are difficult but 
I am confident the CCG and its 
partners will continue to do the 


very best for the people of Oxford¬ 
shire.” 

OCCG confirmed that the board 
meeting in August will go ahead 
as planned, and work on phase 
two of the plans was ‘already un¬ 
der way’. 

Dr Ken Williamson, chairman 
of the Keep Our NHS Public cam¬ 
paign, echoed Mrs Prentis’s con¬ 
cerns and said it was ‘a reason to 
stop the whole thing’. 

Rosalind Pearce, executive di¬ 
rector of Healthwatch Oxford¬ 
shire, said: “Obviously it’s dis¬ 
ruption, and creates a feeling of 
uncertainty in what’s going to 
happen in future. 

“But no individual is bigger 
than the organisation and the 
organisation will continue. They 
have always been willing to listen, 
and that’s not easy at times.” 

Sean Woodcock, the leader of 
Cherwell District Council’s La¬ 
bour group, conceded he had chal¬ 
lenged the pair’s ‘assumptions’ on 
the past over the Horton. 

But he added: “I am sure that 
the decisions taken by both were 
not taken lightly. I have never 
doubted that they had in mind the 
best interests of patients. 

“My focus is on making sure 
that the new leadership are in no 
doubt as to the importance I and 
constituents place in retaining 
key services at the Horton.”

IT started with a seven-year-old’s 
public plea written down in a letter 
to save the Horton General Hospital 
and read out in front of classmates. 

But little did that youngster know that 
almost 40 years later the older Victoria 
Prentis would be making the same plea 
but as Banbury MP. 

For Mrs Prentis this is one of her old¬ 
est memories of taking a political stance 
and says it is troubling to think she has 
come full circle to face fighting that bat¬ 
tle again. 

She said: “I remember making a little 
speech in my form at school when I was 
seven years old because my little sister 
was born in the Horton General Hospital 
that year, so I knew it was important.” 

The 46-year-old puts the early interest 
in politics down to her very community- 
involved family and the various roles 
they played in local campaigns and poli¬ 
tics. 

Mrs Prentis said: “My dad [Lord Tim 
Boswell, former MP for Daventry] didn’t 
become a politician until I was 16 years 
old but the whole family was very much 
into community service and it was very 
common for our house to be a sort of 
public place with lots of meetings.” 

As a child Mrs Prentis grew up in Ayn- 
ho, near Banbury, and studied at both the 
University of London and University of 
Cambridge where she studied both Eng¬ 
lish literature and law. 

It was during her time as a student at 
Cambridge that she met husband Sebas¬ 
tian. Mrs Prentis went on to qualify as 
a barrister in 1995, a role in which she 
held at an independent firm for a couple 
of years before becoming a civil servant 
in 1997. 


Top of the agenda for North Oxfordshire’s returning member of 
parliament is Banbury, Bicester and....bee keeping. Following the 
General Election, MP Victoria Prentis has resumed her position at 
the helm of all things politics across the Banbury constituency. But 
reporter NAOMI HERRING looks at where it all began and what 
the mother-of-two gets up to outside her Conservative Party role 


She said: “I was a civil servant for 17 
years and really enjoyed it, eventually 
working my way to the role of head of 
the justice and security department.” 

But her ever-growing work with chari¬ 
ties encouraged her to take up the role 
as successor to close family friend Tony 
Baldry as Banbury MP. 

So in 2015 Mrs Prentis stepped into the 
role that Sir Tony had held for 32 years 
and this year held her seat with more 
than 33,000 votes. 

She said: “It has been great taking on 
the role as MP and a great privilege to 
represent my home area. A downside 
has been the threat to the Horton which 
has really overshadowed everything. 

“It was not a threat we had imagined 
for a few more years after we fought and 
won the last big campaign in 2008. 

“I definitely see it as my role to fight for 
this after some of the awful things that 
have happened in my life, like my son 
dying. It has made me a great person to 
sift through these documents and stand 
up against it. 

“I feel very responsible to take on that 
role and all the things I have done in my 
life means I am all over it like a rash and 
am the CCG’s worst nightmare really.” 

Mrs Prentis spoke in the House of Com¬ 


mons in October about the loss of her 
son, telling how she suffered two miscar¬ 
riages before her third pregnancy, dur¬ 
ing which she developed life-threatening 
conditions pre-eclampsia and HELLP 
syndrome. Her son died shortly after 
birth. 

She went on to have two daughters and 
is now chairman of the Benefactor’s 
Board of the Oxford Children’s Hospital 
Trust, helping to support all three hospi¬ 
tal sites. 

She added: “Other big topics [on the 
agenda] at the moment are obviously 
growth which is a big deal locally, with 
22,000 new homes coming. 

“That is something we need to manage 
in a joined-up way as we have to have the 
means and the infrastructure to match.” 

But when the mum-of-two isn’t out 
door-knocking in her constituency and 
representing the region in parliament, 
she is enjoying time with her family. 

Even on election day Mrs Prentis was 
out rushing her daughter to her GCSE 
maths exam before heading down to the 
count overnight. 

Mrs Prentis also confessed of her love 
of animals and divulged the large num¬ 
ber of pets her family have including 
dogs, sheep and most recently bees.

A CHAPEL fell silent as the 
names of fallen soldiers from 
the First and Second World 
Wars were read aloud to keep 
their memories alive.

I 
don’t know those people but to read 
out their names keeps the memory 
alive.” 

Mr Mills read out the names of 
soldiers from the Queen’s Own Ox¬ 
fordshire Hussars. He was joined by 
Robert Drummond-Hay, who read 
the names of soldiers from the Ox

and Bucks Light Infantry 

Mr Drummond-Hay, who himself 
served in the Royal Green Jackets, 
said: “It is important to keep this 
tradition going and I like taking 
part because I feel like I’m helping 
to preserve things.” 

Mr Mills also works as a volunteer 
at the Soldiers of Oxfordshire Mu¬ 
seum in Woodstock and encouraged 


people to come and find out more 
about the history of soldiers from 
the county. 

He said: “If people want to find 
out more about their loved ones 
they can come in and find out about 
them.” 

Mr Mills said he would research 
the names he had read from the list 
to find out more about the stories 


behind them. 

Allan Ayris, originally from Bices¬ 
ter, attended with his family to hear 
the name of his father, Arthur, read 
out. 

Arthur Ayris was 28 when he was 
killed in Dunkirk in 1940. 

Mr Ayris, 79, said: “My father’s 
name was read out and it was very 
moving.

“I think this is really important 
and we’ve been wanting to come to 
one of the ceremonies for a while.” 

The Turning the Pages ceremony, 
a now 15-year-old tradition, was 
held on Armed Forces Day, which 
saw a series of events held across 
the country to show support for ser¬ 
vice troops, veterans, service fami¬ 
lies and cadets.

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One year on from the vote to leave the European Union, how is 
Oxfordshire faring? Andrew ffrench reports on the fallout from Brexit

County economy strong 
a year after referendum

OXFORDSHIRE’S econ¬ 
omy remains strong and 
is growing one year on 
from the vote for Britain 
to leave the European Un¬ 
ion, according to one of 
the county’s top business 
leaders. 

Nigel Tipple, chief execu¬ 
tive of Oxfordshire Local 
Enterprise Partnership (Ox- 
LEP), said despite concerns 
over Brexit and a surprise 
General Election result, 
Oxfordshire’s economy re¬ 
mained resilient. 

The business leader said 
despite the Conservatives 
failing to secure an overall 
majority in the General Elec¬ 
tion, coupled with the start 
of Brexit negotiations, the 
county’s economic outlook 
remained a positive one. 

Citing a continued growth 
in new jobs for Oxfordshire 
- as well as many new busi¬ 
nesses being launched - Mr 
Tipple said the county’s 
economy remains one of the 
‘most agile’ in the UK. 

But after Brexit negotia¬ 
tions got under way he urged 
the Government to provide 
clarity on freedom of move¬ 
ment across borders for peo¬ 
ple, goods and services. 

Mr Tipple said: “In Oxford¬ 
shire we have continued to 
grow our economy dynami¬ 
cally, with the creation of 
45,000 new jobs over the past 
five years. 

“This represents more than 
50 per cent of our 2031 tar¬ 
get of 85,600 new jobs and, 
perhaps more importantly, 
provides our businesses with 
the capacity to rise to the 
challenge of a post-Brexit 
economy In addition to this 
we have also seen the number 
of VAT-registered businesses 


in the county go up by 8.5 per 
cent between 2014 and 2016.” 

Last week it emerged that 
Business Secretary Greg 
Clark has travelled to BMW’s 
headquarters in Munich 
twice in the past six months 
to make the case for the Cow¬ 
ley plant to build the new 
electric Mini. 

Mr Clark has been lobbying 
for future investment for the 
current home of the Mini, as 
Brexit negotiations started 
earlier this week. 

A decision is still yet to be 


made on where the Mini E 
will be manufactured. 

Mr Tipple said it was ‘un¬ 
certainty’ that made busi¬ 
nesses nervous and he was 
pleased that Brexit negotia¬ 
tions were now under way 

He said firms like BMW 
Mini wanted clarity from 
the Government on freedom 
of movement for people and 
goods and services across 
borders. 

“The challenges are the 
same for employers at Har¬ 
well, Culham and Milton 


Park - they want to know if 
they can move their global 
workforce around,” he added. 

The lack of clarity at this 
stage of the Brexit negotia¬ 
tions on freedom of move¬ 
ment of people between the 
UK and the rest of the EU 
has also caused concern in 
the NHS, even though Prime 
Minister Theresa May has 
conceded this is likely con¬ 
tinue after the two-year nego¬ 
tiation concludes in 2019. 

Mr Tipple admitted it was 
a ‘challenging time’ for re¬ 
cruitment at Oxfordshire’s 
hospitals and earlier this 
year the Liberal Democrats 
claimed more than 750 Euro¬ 
pean people working in the 
National Health Service in 
Oxfordshire could leave their 
jobs because of Brexit. 

There are also concerns 
over freedom of movement 
for workers in the farming 
community 

Farmer Patrick Hook is 
a director of PD Hook in 
Bampton - one of the UK’s 
largest independent meat 
chicken hatchery businesses. 

He warned that the pos¬ 
sibility of freedom of move¬ 
ment being reduced could 
harm his entire industry 

He said: “It poses a serious 
threat to our access to skilled 
labour. Foreign skilled la¬ 
bour is a core element of the 
UK agricultural workforce, 
from farm and factory work¬ 
ers to scientists, and without 
them we would not be able to 
operate.” 

Mr Tipple indicated there 
were positive signs: “Some 
companies are not waiting 
for Brexit, they are getting 
on with the job and taking 
advantage of the weakening 
of Sterling to trade across 
global markets.”

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An impressive web of drama 


SPIDER-MAN: HOMECOMING 

(12A, 133 mins) Action/Adventure/ 
Drama/Comedy/Romance. Tom 
Holland, Michael Keaton, Robert 
Downey Jr, Marisa Tomei, Jacob 
Batalon, Zendaya, Laura Harrier, 
Tony Revolori. Director: Jon Watts. 
Jon Watts' slick reboot of the 
Marvel Comics superhero - the 
third iteration in 15 years - spins an 
impressive web of rites-of-passage 
drama, buddy comedy and bom¬ 
bastic spectacle. 

There's a goofy, youthful vibe to 
this incarnation of Peter Parker, 
played by British actor Tom Hol¬ 
land, who recently turned 21 years 
old. He certainly looks more con¬ 
vincing as a socially awkward high 
school student than his big screen 
predecessors - Tobey Maguire was 
26 when he slipped on the spider 
suit, Andrew Garfield was 27. 
Holland sparks a terrific on-screen 
double act with Jacob Batalon as 
Parker's best friend Ned, who dis¬ 
covers his buddy's secret identity by 
accident and almost self-combusts 
with fan boy questions. 

"Can you spit venom?" he giggles. 
"Can you summon an army of 
spiders?" 

A cute homage to arguably the 
greatest coming-of-age comedy of 
all time - Ferris Bueller's Day Off - is 
affectionately tossed into an origin 
story that doesn't feel the need 
to replay Peter's encounter with a 
radioactive spider. 

Instead, six screenwriters refer¬ 
ence events from Captain America: 
Civil War and position Tony Stark 
(Robert Downey Jr) as a surro¬ 
gate father figure and mentor to 
15-year-old Parker while the boy 
grapples with his burgeoning pow¬ 
ers and responsibility. 

Several months have passed since 
the destruction of the Avengers 
headquarters and Peter has man¬ 
aged to conceal his crime-fighting 
alter ego from Aunt May (Marisa 


Tomei). 

Best friend Ned (Batalon) is sworn 
to secrecy, joining Peter in their 
school's Academic Decathlon team 
alongside Peter's crush Liz (Laura 
Harrier), sardonic loner Michelle 
(Zendaya) and bullying rich kid 
Flash Thompson (Tony Revolori). 

The pupils have a brush with death 
in Washington DC at the hands of 
salvage company owner Adrian 
Toomes (Michael Keaton), who has 
been robbed of his livelihood by 
Stark's offshoot, the Department of 
Damage Control (DODC), and has 
taken flight as a larcenous winged 
menace called Vulture. 

Youthful impetuosity overrides 
common sense as Peter tries to 
prove himself to the Avengers by 
tackling the airborne madman 
alone. 

Spider-Man: Homecoming isn't 
king of the slingers - Sam Raimi's 
2004 sequel Sider-Man 2 retains 
that web-spun crown - but direc¬ 
tor Watts' opening salvo isn't far 
behind. 

Action sequences are executed 
with verve, without swamping the 
screen in digital trickery, and the 
most dramatic interludes are under¬ 
scored with snarky humour. 

RATING: 7.5/10 
IT COMES AT NIGHT (15, 92 mins) 
A family faces the onslaught of a 
disease that has decimated America 
in a slow-burning psychological 
thriller directed by Trey Edward 
Shults. 

A virulent contagion, which 
manifests as pus-filled boils, has 
swept the globe, pitting neigh¬ 
bours against one another for 
survival. Paul (Joel Edgerton) and 
his wife Sarah (Carmen Ejogo) 
decide to ride out the storm with 
their 17-year-old son Travis (Kelvin 
Harrison Jr) by living in a fortified 
shack in the middle of the woods, 
monitoring each other for signs of 
infection. 


Paul enforces two rules - always 
keep the front door locked and 
never go outside at night - which he 
hopes will keep his brood safe until 
the threat subsides. 

One night, the family wakes to 
noises in the house and Paul 
realises to his horror that someone 
or something from the outside has 
gate-crashed the sanctuary. 

The intruder turns out to be anoth¬ 
er father, Will (Christopher Abbott), 
who claims to be looking for water 
for his wife Kim (Riley Keough) 
and son Andrew (Griffin Robert 
Faulkner). Will explains his family 
are also free of the disease and Kim 
and Andrew are hiding in an aban¬ 
doned house several miles away. In 
a merciless time when compassion 
can get you killed, Paul must decide 
whether to believe Will's story or 
eliminate the potential threat to his 
group's survival. 

PAW PATROL: MISSION BIG 
SCREEN (U, 65 mins) 

The computer-animated TV series 
about a plucky team of rescue 
dogs, which screens on Nickelo¬ 
deon, barks on the big screen with 
this collection of episodes including 
a special preview of the four-legged 
heroes' newest escapade. 

In Air Pups, Volcano Island erupts 
trapping some of the residents 
including Cap'n Turbot (voiced by 
Ron Pardo). The pups Chase (Max 
Calinescu), Marshall (Drew Davis), 
Ryder (Italo Luiz) and Skye (Kalian 
Holley) must take to the skies for a 
daring rescue mission. 

When Carlos (Lucius Hoyos) falls 
into a pit in Tracker Joins The Pups, 
a new pooch called Tracker (David 
Lopez) saves the day. 

In Pups Raise The PAW Patroller, 
the dogs help Daring Danny (Daniel 
DeSanto) to avoid a sinking feeling 
- and then in the special preview of 
Mission PAW: Quest For The Crown, 
Chase and co bound to Barkington 
to guard a priceless headpiece. 


Cake Bookworm 


The Child by Fiona Barton is pub¬ 
lished in hardback by Bantam Press, 
priced £12.99 (ebook £7.99). 

The second novel from Fiona 
Barton - author of bestselling The 
Widow - tells another psychologi¬ 
cally thrilling story. Journalist Kate 
Waters is back and this time inves¬ 
tigating the decades-old skeleton 
of a baby found on an east London 
building site. In an effort to land an 
exclusive story, Kate is determined 
to find out who buried the baby 
and if it's Alice Irving, a newborn 
stolen from a local maternity 
hospital in the Seventies. The pace 
of Kate's investigation is matched 
by the unravelling story of Emma 
Massingham, who is struggling to 
come to terms with her own past. 

A standalone novel. The Child sees 
Fiona Barton's journalist back¬ 
ground come to the fore again, 
with main character Kate's tenacity 
to uncover the truth the driving 
force behind the plot. Every couple 
of chapters. Barton kicks the novel's 
suspense into a new gear, and you 
won't be able to put it down until 
all the secrets have been shared.

The Lying Game by Ruth Ware 
is published in hardback by Harvill 
Seeker, priced £12.99 (ebook 
£7.99). 


A dark secret from a long-forgotten 
summer gnaws at the heart of this 
impressive new novel from Ruth 
Ware, who won plaudits for her 
debut. In A Dark, Dark Wood - a 
tense read about a hen party gone 
wrong - and the thriller The Woman 
In Cabin 10. Her style is more as¬ 
sured in this pacy and claustropho¬ 
bic coming-of-age tale, hinging on 
the secrets and lies that bind four 
friends, Isa, Kate, Thea and Fatima, 
together into adult life. Returning 
to their old boarding school, Isa, 
now a young mother, is tormented 
by her hazy and unreliable memo¬ 
ries of the weeks surrounding the 
disappearance of Kate's father 17 
years ago, and the consequences of 
the so-called 'Lying Game' the girls 
had loved to play. The dreamy nar¬ 
rative leaps from present to past as 
the horror and guilt is slowly peeled 
away before reaching a dramatic 
close. Ware perfectly captures the 
overwhelming, heart-wrenching 
intensity of female teenage friend¬ 
ships, which lie at the very core of 
the novel, as well as the universal 
experience of love, betrayal and 
grief. What could have been a well- 
trodden idea becomes gripping and 
urgent in Ware's capable hands.

A Thousand Paper Birds by Tor 


Udall is published in hardback by 
Bloombsury Circus, priced £16.99 
(ebook £6.47). 

Tor Udall's first novel is a poetic 
exploration of those most difficult 
of topics, grief and love, against 
the backdrop of Kew Gardens. 
Widowed Jonah wanders through 
the gardens, trying to come to 
terms with the loss of his wife, 
Audrey, and the reasons for her 
death. There he meets Chloe, an 
artist who sketches the gardens 
and finds solace from unspoken 
pain in origami. Also in the gardens 
amid the changing seasons are 
Harry, an elderly gardener with a 
passion for growing plants, and 
Milly, a child who seems to belong 
nowhere else. Udall deftly leads the 
reader through the tangled web of 
relationships binding each of these 
four people to Audrey, whose own 
story comes to be revealed through 
her diaries. A Thousand Paper Birds 
brings Kew Gardens, and the peo¬ 
ple who meet each other there, to 
life with vivid language, as the nar¬ 
rative shifts between the different 
threads of the story. What emerges 
is a strange and unexpected story 
of death and its aftermath, which 
lingers in the mind long after you 
reach the last page.

IF you’re looking for something 
to do this weekend, why not 
take a day trip 2,000 years back 
in time? 

You could visit the ‘thorny for¬ 
tress’ in Oxford where St Frideswide 
sought refuge in the eighth century, 
explore the Iron Age ‘Cassington 
Ring’ discovered by aerial photog¬ 
raphy, or conquer the once-mighty 
Letcombe Castle near Wantage. 

For the first time ever, Oxford 
University has helped reveal the 
locations of these and 4,144 other 
historic hillforts across the UK in a 
free and easy-to-use online map. 

The interactive website, compiled 
with help from Edinburgh Universi¬ 
ty and University College Cork, was 
funded by the Arts and Humani¬ 
ties Research Council and includes 
some 40 ancient sites right here in 
Oxfordshire. 

Oxford professor Gary Lock said 
he and his team wanted to create 
the tool just as much for ramblers, 
cyclists and history enthusiasts as 
much as academics. 

He said: “It is important that our 
online database will be freely acces¬ 
sible to all researchers and inter¬ 
ested parties. 

“We hope it will encourage people 
to visit some incredible hillforts 
that they may never have known 
were right under their feet.” 

Mostly built during the Iron Age, 
the oldest hillforts date to 1,000BC 
and the most recent to 700AD. 

Among the local treasures is 


Thornbury, just off the Botley Road 
at Binsey Located around St Marga¬ 
ret’s Chapel, this site is almost cer¬ 
tainly the same Thornbiri (mean¬ 
ing ‘thorny fortress’) named in the 
12th century Life of St Frideswide 
as one of the last places she sought 
refuge from the ruthless Mercian 
king /Ethelbald who was hell-bent 
on marrying her. 

It was at Binsey that St Frideswide 


is supposed to have prayed to God 
for a well to spring up from the 
ground to stop the local nuns hav¬ 
ing to walk so far to get water. 

Excavations in the 1980s found 
Anglo Saxon pottery on the site but 
its use is believed to date back to the 
Iron Age. 

Ilbury Camp, halfway between Ox¬ 
ford and Banbury, was mentioned in 
the Domesday Book commissioned 


by William the Conqueror in 1086. 

Today, the hilltop north east of 
Nether Worton offers fantastic 
views across the Cherwell Valley, 
and Iron Age pottery has been dis¬ 
covered right on the surface. 

One of the most famous sites on 
the map, though, is Uffington’s 
White Horse Hill. 

As well as hosting the world-re¬ 
nowned Bronze Age chalk carving, 


the hill itself was used as an Iron 
Age fort. 

The so-called ‘castle’, which occu¬ 
pies the summit, dates back to the 
eighth century BC and is described 
by English Heritage as ‘a rare and 
outstanding example’ of the genre. 

More historic forts can be found 
at Oxford and across the county 
by browsing the online map at hill- 
forts.arch.ox.ac.uk

FORD’S Kuga has sharpened up its 
act in this improved second 
generation guise. 

Ten Second Review 

The Ford Kuga has evolved in this 
improved second generation form 
into a more desirable proposition 
that’ll be equally attractive to 
Qashqai-like Crossover and RAV4- 
style soft roading SUV buyers. The 
single five-seat bodystyle is properly 
family-sized and gets some clever 
technology that segment buyers will 
like. In other words, if you’re 
shopping in this sector, here’s a car 
you have to consider. 

Background 

By now, you ought to be pretty 
familiar with the second generation 
Ford Kuga. You are, right? It’s like 
the first generation car but bigger, 
more efficient and smarter inside. 
There’s still no seven seat option, 
but Ford reckoned that this was 
something only a small percentage 
of compact SUV buyers actually 
wanted. The latest model has come 
in for a bit of a wash and brush-up, 
with a restyled front end, extra 
safety tech and lots of fresh media 
connectivity inside. 

Otherwise, it’s much as you were. 
The Kuga established its reputation 
as being one of the best compact 
SUVs to drive and this one should be 
no different. At first glance then, the 
news seems all good. 

Driving Experience 

Under the bonnet, things are much 


as before, which means that the 
petrol range is based around a 1.5- 
litre EcoBoost engine, though this 
unit is now available in three guises. 
The 120 and 150PS versions of this 
unit are familiar, allied exclusively 
to front wheel drive. New though, is 
the 182PS variant of this unit, which 
can only be ordered with a 6-speed 
automatic gearbox and AWD. 

Most Kuga buyers though, are 
going to want a diesel. Possibly the 
120PS 1.5-litre TDCi unit that only 
comes with front wheel drive. But 
more probably the 2.0 TDCi engine 
that in 150PS form, offers the choice 
of either front or four wheel drive, 
manual or Powershift automatic 
transmission. If you want more 
power, there’s a 2.0 TDCi 180PS 
variant at the top of the range that 
only comes with AWD. 

The prospects look good, this, after 
all, has always been one of the very 
best family-sized Crossovers to 
choose if you like your driving. 
There’s a torque vectoring control 
system to reduce the sort of 
understeer you’d expect in a car of 
this type and the Kuga has always 
performed well in terms of ride 
quality and refinement. 

Design and Build 

This improved Kuga features 
Ford’s latest design language for a 
bolder, sportier look that’s shared 
with the company’s EcoSport 
compact SUV and Edge large SUV 
models. A large upper trapezoidal 
grille and a smaller lower grille are 
flanked by sleeker headlamps 


incorporating LED daytime run¬ 
ning lights. Restyled taillights com¬ 
plete the changes, along with 
revised alloy wheels, available in 17, 
18 or 19-inch rims. 

Inside, the updates are subtle, but 
quite effective. So the steering wheel 
and air-conditioning controls are 
more intuitive and feature fewer 
and more easily distinguishable 
buttons and switches, making the 
controls easier to recognise and 
navigate. The steering wheel is 
offered with optional heating to 
improve comfort in cold weather, 
while all automatic Kuga models 
now feature paddle-shift controls 
that enable drivers to manually 
select gears while keeping their 
hands on the wheel. 

Extra convenience features 
include an electronic parking brake 
that frees up room for improved 
storage in a centre console that now 
also features a storage area capable 
of accommodating a variety of 
bottles and cups. There’s also a new 
USB connection point for 
integrating and charging mobile 
devices. Otherwise, things are much 
as before. 

Market and Model 

Prices are much as before, which 
means a starting point of just over 
£20,000, rising up to around £35,000. 
You get a lot more technology for 
that though, in this revised model. 
Take the new ‘SYNC 3’ connectivity 
system. It delivers faster 
performance, simplified commands 
and supports the Apple CarPlay’ 


and Android Auto’ smartphone 
connectivity systems, so you can use 
your favourite apps on the 
dashboard’s 8-inch colour touchcreen. 

The latest generation ‘Ford 
MyKey’ technology allows Kuga 
owners to programme a key for 
younger drivers that can inhibit 
incoming phone calls, restrict top 
speed, prevent deactivation of 
driver assistance and safety fea¬ 
tures, reduce audio system 
maximum volume and disable the 
audio system altogether if occu¬ 
pants are not using safety belts. The 
enhanced MyKey system also offers 
a greater number of choices in both 
the speed limiter and speed minder 
settings. It’s all very reassuring. 

Cost of Ownership 

Ford has pulled out all the stops to 
make the latest Kuga more 
economical than before. For 
example, an Active Grille Shutter is 
fitted to all versions. This closes the 
front grille, reducing aerodynamic 
drag when the radiator isn’t in need 
of additional cooling and then reo¬ 
pens it upon demand. Auto-Start- 
Stop is also standard across the 
range. Features like an Eco Mode 
and a Gear Shift Indicator help keep 
your right boot out of the carpet. 

All this effort has paid off in terms 
of efficiency The 1.5-litre EcoBoost 
petrol variant manages 44.8mg on 
the combined cycle and 145g/km of 
C02 in both 120 and 150PS guises. Go 
for the 1.5 EcoBoost 182PS variant 
and those figures fall only marginal¬ 
ly to 37.7mpg and 173g/km. As for 


the diesels, well the 1.5 TDCi 
powerplant manages 58.8mpg and 
124g/km. And the front-driven 2.0 
TDCi 150PS model manages 60.1mpg 
and 122g/km - or 54.3mpg and 135g/ 
km if you order it with AWD, figures 
duplicated by the top 2.0 TDCi 180PS 
AWD derivative. 

Summary 

Ford has finally got serious about 
the SUV market and its three 
offerings now effectively cover this 
growing market. The latest model 
becomes more sophisticated and 
gets a bit more kit but otherwise, the 
script doesn’t change radically. If 
you want to make a style statement, 
the Kuga is still one of the very best 
compact SUVs for those who love to 
drive. Ford’s clearly doing some¬ 
thing right.
